As they marthed down L 
street, countless thousands. of people, lined 
the sidewalks and alternately cheered and 
hissed the troops. The anniversary of, the 
birth of the nation seemed to have been 
forgotten in the great struggle between

Shortly after 11 o'clock Gen. titektn- 
son ordered the troops to load their guns,

When the troops. had: to their 
armory, and the jubilant strikers und 
their sympathizers were loudly. celebrat- 
ing their victery, a new source of danger 
became apparent. A body of fifty strikers 
appeared on the streets armed with rifles 
and ammunition. It was learned that the 
Garibaldi Guard had turned the contents 
of its arsenal over to the strikers. 


came still further alarmed when advised 
ok the warlike preparations of the 
strikers at various points north of here on 
the Oregon branch. At Dunsmuir, shortly 
after noon, a body of seventy-five strikers, 
fully armed and equipped for battle, 
marched to the Southern Pacific ‘depot,

Finally one hundred 
rifles and plenty of ammunition were 
secured, and placed in a caboose at the 
depot. When the train from Dunsmuir 
arrived at Red Bluff this rolling arsenal 
and another band of, strikers was taken 
aboard. At 3:30 o’clock this afternoon 
the train stopped at Redding long enough 
for the strikers to purchase all the avail- 
able ammunition. Soon they were speed- 
ing on again toward Sacramento. It is 
believed that the train will arrive here, 
before midnight. |

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

In anticipation of a lively scrimmage 
between the soldiers and strikers an im- 
mense crowd gathered at the depot this

ments and two companies from Stockton 
marched up Sixth street to J, thence to the 
depot, with companies G and E of Sacra- 
mento at the right of the column. As soon 
as this body of nearly 100 men was ob- 
served heading for the dépot a stream of 
people preceded them and crowded the 
west end of the depot. The Sacramento 
regiment was ordered to clear the depot of 
the crowd, but the further advance of the 
regiment was blocked by a dense mass of 
people who refused to retreat from the 
soldiers.

United States Marshal Baldwin and others 
and urged to permit the soldiers to enter 
without a collision, but nal refused to 
move.

When the excitement nad partially 3 
‘sided Marshal Baldwin climbed a switch 
engine and requested the strikers to dis- 
perse. He said it was desired that the 
strike be settled by arbitration. He asked 
it it would be agreeable to the men to 
remain quiet for a couple of hours until 
he could have a consultation with H. A. 
Knox and other members of the Mediation 
Committee. Many of the men cried out, 
“No, no,” but. some, of the. cooler heads 
agreed to this arrangement. 

A difficulty was encountered, however, 
when the Marshal wanted to fix 3 o’clock 
for the hour of reporting: The strikers 


| insisted upon having it at 6 o’clock and 


the Marshal finally consented. Before 
leaving the platform he exacted a promise 
from the men that there should be no 
personal violence inflicted and no property 
destroyed. While the Marshal was speak- 
ing one of the strikers carried an immense 
American flag up to the head of the 
crowd. One of the men shouted: That's 

the flag we go by; it represents our senti- 
ments.“ The Marshal then went away 
agreeing to meet the committee at 3 
o’clock at Front and I streets. | 
| A request was made by Col. Sullivan of 

San Francisco that the troops be per- 
‘mitted to enter the depot to the 
burning rays ot the sun. It was an- 
nounced that they would leave the build 
ing as soon as they were ordered without 
taking any advantage of the strikers. 
The men would not yield, and most of the 
soldiers marched away to find a refresh 
ing shade. A large number ot the soldiers 
Were exhausted by the great heat and 
in the streets. They more. cared 
the “hospital corps. 

Col. Sullivan then essayed to 60150 the 
mob. He cautioned them against com- 
mitting any acts of violence and ‘threatened 
that unless they returned to their homes 
before 6 o’clock this evening the militia 
would be compelled to do its duty. The 
| remainder of his speech was drowned in 
the yells. of the strikers. After the 
‘excitement had partially subsided the 
| strikers were addressed by Chairman Knox 
of the Mediation Committee. He coun- 
selled them not to commit any overt acts 
and to carefully watch every movement 
of the railroad company. ‘We have the 
upper hand in this strike,“ he said, and 
we dont intend to allow the railroad to 
beat us. Remain loyal to the cause and 
victory must perch on our banner.” At 


wildly cheered. 

The sentiment of the soldiers seemed 
to favor the strikers. After they had 
reached the depot, it was said by the lead- 
ers of the strikers that the militia was all 
right,“ evidently meaning that they would 
not attempt to oppose them. That the} 
strikers were cognizant of the attitude of 
the militia was proven by the events of 
the day. 

Gen. Sheehan, when seen last. night, 
said that the Sacramento companies, realiz- 
ing the utter impossibility of dispersing 
the mob, faltered when. the command to 
charge was given. The general then went 
to Marshal Baldwin and informed him 
that, unless his men were ordered to shoot 
down the strikers if they offered ‘any re- 
sistance, they were powerless to disperse 
the mob. The Marshal told him tha? it 
would not be necessary to resort to blood- 
shed in quelling the rioters. When the 
companies were apprised of Baldwin’s de- 
termination, they marched back to the 
armory. Gen. Sheehan has implicit faith 
in his men, and is firmly convinced that, 
if they had attempted to disperse the mob, 
they would have been seriously injured. 
Tonight the local troops are guarding the 
| Yolo bridge, and the Amaxtenn River. tres- 
tle. 

It is claimed that in many instances the 
troops supplied: ‘the strikers: ‘with 


tempt to dislodge them. Several of the 
soldiers were seen to throw their ammuni- 
tion into the river. After the troops had 
left the depot many of them repaired to 
saloons where they drank to the health of 
the strikers. An investigation is to be 
made, and it is more than likely that a 
number of the militia will be called upon 
to explain their apparent friendliness to 
the strikers.

“Arrest a More of the: A. R. U. Leaders—-The 
neartt Case Continued Until Today 
Quiet’ Reigns at the Seve 


As stated in the extra edition of The 
Times, the United States troops arrived in 
this city shortly before 5 O te yester- 
day morning. — 

A few newspaper men, “ catimen and 
others waited in the gray dawn of the 
early morning at the San Fernando-street 
depot for the arrival of Uncle Sam's 
“regulars,” and the delayed mails from 
the North. The train lay just outside 
the city for about an hour and a half, be- 
fore coming in, and when it became 
light enough to see switches and track 
distinctly, proceeded slowly up the yard: 
Division Superintendent Burkhalter of the 
Southern. Pacific Company stood with 
lighted lantern upon the cow-catcher of 
the leading engine, heavily armed guards 


were in the engine cabs, and the soldiers 


were performing a similar duty upon the 
platforms of all the cars, as‘ the train 


came to a standstill beside the almost 


deserted station at San Fernando street 
at 4:33 a. m. The train consisted of 
two locomotives and tenders, two baggage 
cars, six day passenger coaches, the 
Pullman car Casa Grande and one mail 
car and was handled by a regular train 
crew acting under orders from the rail- 
way officials. The mail car was upon the 
rear of the train thus making it impos- 
sible to uncouple the Pullman. without 
thrusting the same indignity upon the 
United States mails, 

The soldiers gazed with considerable 
surprise at the peaceful scene before 
them. They were no derailed trains, or 
torn up tracks, or demolished: depots, or 
howling mobs of strikers as they had been 
led to expect by the reports, and the 
reporter was kept busy for a few minutes 
explaining the situation. 

Several wagon loads of San Francisco 
papers having been unloaded the train 
proceeded on its w 

Col. Shafter, the commanding officer, was 
upon the platform of his car by this time, 
and continued ng there until the 
train reached the Arcade Depot, where 
it arrivea at 4:48. Here, as at San 
Fernando street there was no crowd and 
nö demonstration. In fact the railway 
officials had this object in view in with- 
holding information so persistently, as 
to the movements of the train. The men 
reakfasted immediately upon their arrival 
at the Arcade Depot and spent) the morn- 
ing lounging about their quarters in the 
depot grounds and acquainting themselves

Shafter, who is in command of the 
troops, stated that they had had a very 
quiet and uneventful trip, and, that there 
had been no incident worthy of mention.

A report reached Chicago from Sacra- 
mento that the Pullman Company had er- 
fected a settlement with the strikers, but 
1 it met with a prompt denial. The Tucson 
Lodge of the A. R. U. has decided on a 
strike. In Colorado, thirty-eight arrests 
of A.R.U. men and their sympathizers have 
been mado at Trinidad, and the Den- 
‘wer and Gulf road proposes to -break up 
the A. R. U. in its locality by ordering 
iwholesale arresta toda rg.

You may force them tem- 
porarily to accede to your requests, even 
though they are unreasonable, but you 
cannot—at least even these boycotters 
have not yet gone so far as that—expect 
even a Populist Legislature to pass a law 
forcing capitalists to establish indus- 
tries, It is not unreasonable to suppose

THE MISSISSIPPI’S MOUTH. 
Green Water in the Gulf and Where It 
There has 


| (New Orleans une:) 


+ been constdérable talk recently among the 


maritime men concerning an alleged shoal 
in the Gulf of Mexico, some distance off 
the mouth of the Mississippi. There are, 
indeed, two separate shoais, according to 
the reports. 

One of these is to the effect that a 

tch of green water has been seen in the 

lue water of the gulf, about ten miles 
southeastward of the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi River. This green water showed a 
depth of 9 fathoms, or 54 feet, while the 
water around it is 100 to 150 fathoms, or 
600 to 900 feet deep. The other report is 
that, at a point in lat. 27 deg. S., and long. 
82 deg. 28 min. W., some 125 miles to 
the southeastward of the mouth of the 
river, there is another patch of green 
water; but there is no shoal, for the sound- 
‘ings show 160. fathoms. 
Freen water at sea is commonly assoct- 
ated with shallows, because it is usually 
seen near the mouths of rivers, where the 
» fresh. water comes into the blue, or where 
the sea water is yellowed by the mud of 
the shore. Green water ig generally fresh, 
or largely mixed with river water, although 
not not necessarily so, as there are seas 
which are specially green from immense

‘The underground rivers .of Dakota, from 
which the extensive artesian water supply 
of that region is obtained, are believed to be 
directly. connected with the Upper Missouri 
River, where it passes through the can- 
yons of the mountains. It is known that 
there are enormous subterranean rivers 


tapped by artesian wells at many places, 
and notably at Waco. There are in the 
heart of the continent several basins of 
great extent which receive’ a large drain- 
age from the surrounding country, but 
have no surface issues. 

There is good reason to believe that 
enormous volumes of water find their way 
into every sea by submarine debouch- 
ments, and the conformation of the con- 
tinent makes the Gulf of Mexico a most 
likely recipient for such discharges. If 
so, the fresh water received through such 
submariné vents, being lighter than the 


make itself manifest, not only by its 
green color, but by the commotion such 
an influx would produce. More than two 
decades ago, a mariner, who was well 
acquainted with the navigation of the Gulf 
of Mexico, assured the writer that he had 
more than once secured fresh water far 
out at sea, and this would confirm the 
views here presented. 
In all likelihood the patches of green 
water lately noticed by navigators in the 
gulf are the influx of fresh water through 
these submarine mouths. They do not 
mean that the sea is shoaling, or that it is 
rendered more difficult of navigation, but 
that simply a large part of its water sup- 
ply comes from submarine sources, This 
assumption is not only reasonable, but 
is in accord with a large number of ascer- 
tained facts. There may have been some 
change in the debouchment of these sub- 
marine rivers in connection with a recent 
series of earthquake shocks in Mexico, but 
that would be in harmony with the view 
presented above.

a concave metal rim and a rubber tire, 
‘for running on land, the keel, so to speak, 
becoming the tire. The two large pro- 
pelllng wheels are composed of a circular 


ring about four feet in diameter, con- 
nected with the nave of the axle by means 
of steel spokes, and fitted with paddles on 
either side of the outer circumference. 
It is Hike the paddle of a steamboat, hav- 
ing a solid. core running through the 
center of the wheel, to which the paddles 
are attached, instead of to the two side 
Tims as in the steamboat.’ Outside of the 
alr-tight core, and attached to it by steel 
rods, is an ordinary concave metal bicycle 
rim fitted with a hard rubber tire. 

In all other respects the tricycle is an 
ordinary ‘one, having the seat over the 


rather wide apart, for the purpose of giv- | 
ing more stability by the greater beam. 
At a recent trial in the Munich baths, a 
speed of over six miles an hour was ob- 
tained, and it is estimated that the trip 
across the channel will be made in less 
than five hours. , 

This is not the first time this trip has 
been attem As far back as 1882, a 
man named Kunan of Brussels invented 
a machine which was well tested in the 
smooth water of a bath, and was, on the 
28th of July, ridden across the silver 
streak by an Englishman named Terry. 
Dover was left at 9 a. m., and Calais was 
reached in less than eight hours, the rider 
being almost exhausted by the leeway 
made by his machine. The total distance 
traveled. by Terry was estimated to *De 
nearly thirty miles. The machine he rode 
was a high-standing one, the wheels being 
fifty-inch, this being before the day of 
the low-wheeled safety,“ and so the 
wind had a considerable effect on it, and 
carried the rider far out of his course. 

It was said that Col. Fred Burnaby (who 
once attempted to cross the Channel by 
balloon,) was at the back of the trial, and 
that it was intended to demonstrate its 
availability for transporting soldiers across 
broad water courses in time of need. Be 
this as it may, nothing more has been 
heard of the scheme in Europe until this 
year with the improved machine of Herr 
Pinkert. 

Uucle Sam, however, has not been behind 
hand in the matter of water tricycles, and 
no less than ten of various designs have 
been patented and tried with more or léss 
success in America. Some are for smooth 
water and some for rough water at sea, 
the latter being fitted with boats on the 
catamaran style. One for smooth water 
was to be seen almost daily on the Hud- 
‘son in the neighborhood of Poughkeepsie 
last fall ridden by a well-known local gen- 
tleman, who promised that when the ice 
came he would show what the machine 
could do over the frozen surface, but the 
ice never came.

The ether 
fs thrown out in fine spray, and its absorp- 
tion of heat is said to lower the tempera- 
ture about it sufficiently to condense the 
vapor and produce a limited shower.

The Ron Attended by a Number of Mishaps, 
But Some Surprising Riding is Done 
Notwithstanding Accidents — 

The Result in Detail. 


Emil Ulbricht, who was picked in Thé 
Times forecast as winner of the second 
time prize in the Santa Monica bicycle 
road race, made the distance in 57:01 
yesterday morning and won first prize 


the record of 58:00. 

The race was the most successful one 
ever run by the cyclists,.and the spirit 
of rivalry was very sharp. When the 
time arrived for the start to be made the 
sidewalks in the vicinity of Hill and Sec- 
ond streets were crowded ‘with specta- 
tors, and the riders were heartily cheered 
as they started out by twos and threes and 
singly in response to the word. It was 
8:48 o’clock when the first men were 
pushed off and the sprint began. 
Jenkins, who started on the scratch, 
wasn't in form for racing and he met with 
several mishaps alohg the road which 
greatly impeded his progress. 

0 As usual, some of the riders had de- 
ived the handicapper as to their speed, 
and they gained a slight advantage fh 
this — but Ulbricht won first time 
prize nevertheless, and John R. Gardiner 
first place. 
The race was full of incidents and the 
contestants found plenty of excitement to 
keep their energies up. When about 
five miles out Jenkin’s tires were punc- 
tured, and, he was obliged to borrow a 
wheel from one of the other men who 
came panting along at the time very op- 
portunely. Jenkins then went ahead and 
finished forty-ninth in the race. 
Ulbricht’s action throughout the run is 
highly praised by all the riders, for it is 
said that the former Eastern rider did 
his best to pace lagging men 
made no great effort to to gain fi 
himself. 
Among those whom. he tried to help 
| along was Walter Tyler, whose strength 
was only in proportion to his weight, the 
latter being under 100 pounds. Tyler has 
always been unfortunate in the road 
races. Last year he had a bad fall on the 
Santa Monica run, and at divers other. 
times has been the victim of ill luck in 
the course of his cycling experience. 
At Santa Monica there was a large 
crowd of people gathered to witness the 
finish. The riders were dusty and be- 
med as they came in, and each has- 
tened away to take a plunge in the swim- 
ming-tank before sitting down to the din- 
ner prepared for them. John Gardiner 
came first, and he was followed closely 
by D. E. Whitman and Will Rodriguez. 
The judges after ward ruled itman ' 
out of the race, as he had misrepresented 
his experience as a rider by saying that 
he had handled 4 wheel only six months, 
when there were cyclers who claimed 
that they know that he had ridden a 
wheel for the past four years. Upon the 
plea that he had ridden only six months 
the handicapper gave Whitman a ten- 
minute start, and in view of after devel- 
opments he was ruled out.

Now he could easily learn 
that this statement is ridiculously false, 
even here in Los Angeles, where we have 
comparatively few manufactures and it is 
wildly false, as any schoolboy could prove, 
even in New York State or in New En- 
gland, the home of the millionaires. . 

It is false that capital has fattened dur- 
ing the past generation at the expense of 
labor. Just the reverse is true. Wages 
have been more than twice what they were 
before the war, and the dollar will buy 
twice as many manufactured goods as then. 
Wages are from two to four- times what 
is actually earned in Europe. The Chicago 
Times says. that Pullman cut the wages 
of his paintérs to $2.30 per day.
